A P.M.C. DECISION | 

As reported in last weeks Star, the P.M.C. executive 
have voted to change the proposed location of the P.M.C. 
from Block 8 beside the Town Hall, to a new sight-facing 
4th Avenue on 8th Street. This action was necessary to 
alleviate the high costs involved in construction on the 
land next to the Town Hall, all of which have been out- 
lined in these columns before. 

This action is apt to be criticized in some quarters but 
it will likely be unfounded criticism without more fore- 
th If one stops to realize that wherever the P.M‘C 
is logated it will not please some portion of the population 
it is easy to understand the immediate reaction of some 
people. 

While the newly chosen sight is somewhat off the 
beaten path, it is within two blocks from the Post Office, 
which after all is not far from the centre of town. Other 
towns have their arenas farther from the town centre, 
such as Vermilion and Vegreville and both these places 
enjoy their arena without much apparent loss in revenue. 

The new sight is easy to visualize as a wonderful op- 
portunity for the residents of town and district as a Peace 
Memorial Centre. There is ample space to develop the 
centre: as it was originally planned some four years ago. 
On the new tract of land space permits the construction 
of the arena, possibly later on a swimming pool, a wading 
pool for kiddies, two or more ball diamonds and the mak- 
ing of the area into more or less that of a park. Where 
can space be found to do this any closer to Main Street 
than two blocks. 

The town council have given their approval to. this re- 
eent action as is shown in this weeks council minutes.
